foll owi ng regi ons, al | appointed by the Governor:

(4) One representative fromthe Illinois Federation
of Teachers, one fromthe lllinois Education Association,

and one fromthe Chicago Teachers Uni on.

(7) One supervisor of assessnents fromeach of the

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contiguous to Cook County:; central Illinois; and southern

Il1inois.

(8) Two public nmenbers appointed by the Governor

W th expertise in taxation in Illinois.

(9) Four nenbers of the Senate, 2 appointed by the

President of the Senate and 2 by the Mnority Leader of

t he Senat e, and 4 menber s of t he House of

Representatives, 2 appointed by the Speaker of the House

of Representatives and 2 by the Mnority Leader of the

House of Representatives.

(10) One representative of the Illinois Farm

Bur eau.

(11) One representative of the Taxpayers Federation

of Illinois.

(c) The Committee shall exanm ne various alternatives to

ad val orem property taxes for the funding of schools in

Il1inois. The Commttee shall hold hearings open to the

public. The Commttee shall issue a final report to the

Governor and the General Assenbly no later than March 1,

2005. The report shal | set forth t he Conmittee's

reconmmendations and include a specific plan for replacing

funding for schools previously provided by ad val orem

property taxes.

(d) The Departnment of Revenue shall nmke avail able the

necessary staff required by the Commttee.
